TniitK Las fur tome years put been a 
disposition in Germany to emigrate to these 
coluniea ■ and from the tpecimens we hate 
had in the vine-growers and others already 
brought hither from that country, ns well 
as from out knowledge of the general cha- 
racter of lha (itrmau pennant ry, wo can 
have no doubt that the introduction uf a 
fair prnpiirtion of Herman luhomrrs would 
he fl vallmttle artini.it in it to New South 
Walt's. TVy nre known In be industrious, 
toiler, vivluons, and enceedingly foij(itl in 
their habits j whilst their eiperience in 
several branches of itulitstry to which 
Kiit/liihmcn have not been nccuitomcd 
might be the meant of extending our re- 
sources. 

The project has, however, always been 
discourage J by the British Gavernment, 
who teem to be influenced hy nu unfounded 
•lipreheiiahin tliat foreign eniigrAtian might 
iiijurktuiJy enmpcte with that from the 
United Kingdom. We have before us a 
letter from a gentleman who hta longbeen 
nwneried with the emigration system in 
England, but who Itu recently himself 
emigrated to Van Dtcmeu's Land. He 
inlnrmt us that the Lotninn Commitaionera 
Itnre declared '* they would not permit any 
emigration for some years, and that they 
would then have it all lo tkmitire'." "1 
am nerauaded," he remirkt, "the conduct 
of the Committioners will be of great in- 
jur}' to New South Wales, and ought to be 
considered by the colonials in time." On 
the subject of emigration from Germany, 
he says — " When 1 was in Loudon, an 

Xt was there from a society in Sunny, 
offered »S2W,<h)U for land in Austra- 
lia ; but lie was told that the law would 
not alb* „f it, but that at the Cape he 
might have laud for lis, (id. an acre. He 
and hia London friends pointed out the 
advantages of the iiilrotlueiinn nf so much 
which would be followed by more, 
of a auber in Justrioua population, who 
would become British subjects, and of 
whom the Labourers would be content with 
little: and bagged ol Lord BtAkt^ky to 
bring in a bill to naturalise them. His 
lordship's reply was, that he would not ott 
pririeipfr." 

Now this ia tofficienlly veXniinut. Lord 
r.ifti.KY has procured ait Act to tlap 
emigration ; and lie refuse* a bill which 
would tend in a limited sense to encourage 
il. Hera it an offer lo invest, by way of 
a first instalment, the goodly sum of 
#200,0011 in the purchase of our waste 
lands, and to introduce simultaneously a 
body of meritorious agricultural and pasto- 
ral labourers, on the simple condition that 
tlte parties might be relieved from the dia- 
sbilitlft of the Alien Lawt. Butthegrwnt- 
ing of tliit very easy and inexpensive ooo- 
ditWHi is denied " no principle.'' On what 
principle On tin) principle, we presume, 
tbat charity begins at home— that the firal 
care of a Government should be to provide 
in vestment lor its own surplus capital, and 
employment for its own destitute poor — 
and that until this be done, the interettt 
of foreigners sitould be preclude*!. But 
the mischief «, that tba conduct of our 
Home Government i* like that of the dog 
in the mtuger. They bive virtually de- 
clared that colonial " hay " ahall not be 
eaten either by themselvea or by others. 
Their absurd Land Act has edlectually tlmt 
out their own people, and the Alien Laws ai 
effectually shut out foreigners. Thai, is 
regards immigration, the Australian ports 
an fairly iWlaaW, Between these two 
magnanimous Lava — the law that says no 
British subject shall boy land unless he 
will pay for it more than three times its 
kuavrn value, and the Law that says no 
foreigner ahull buy it at any price al all—

W hither or not 
the first preaching of the gospel wu pure and 
apoetiilic; then succeeded by a short era of 
paganism; nftccwarda restored t and after 
striigglina; against Roman Catholic usurpa- 
tion, finally eucccdad in extriraling ilielf frniu 
the dominion of Rome, This may be, sud I 
believe is, perfectly 1 rue-, but we, I conceive, 
built our faith an dour assent tu the IWestant 
Church, not upon itt antiquity, but on ite 
bring founded an the pure andholy Word of 
God. Neither la It toe ujitettian whether the 
mhiiiterior the Roman Catholic Church ate 
iimiram or nffeniire ; or whether their doc- 
trines snd their creed are a pei version ot holy 
wilt. Wa have found thsm here, stid we 
ought, u Cbrisiixar, to treat them os brethren 
— though mistaken snd misguided. Il ii not 
Hiequcition, also, whether Mr. Loch s book 
ii s fsithfui or mistaken account uf the system 
and priclice of these schools.

I believe our religious and 
moral principles are but snd most deeply 
tooted in our domestic ciecles, and by the 
ears and tender love of ouruarenis; and thai if 
children are left In any school to llie instruction 
they receive IheTe, ihay would bs nominal, 
snd aotrealchrLiians. Bullhatruthls.that 
Christianity, wilh ill btoad and standard 
principles, is laught in these schools, even 
on the testimony of Mr. Loch himself; and 
though no particular creed, and nn par- 
ticular sectarian opinion, are inculcated, 
yet Ihe Bible and rellgiDUe books aro 
continually in nsr. If it weee therefore 
lha quvsiLun of paganism or Christianity, I 
could not for a moment hesitate u to the pro- 
proposed ehsnga bi once ; but I conealvt 
nothing can be farther tram that being the 
leal quealiuli. Neither is it the question, 
whether the " religion eetahliihed among us" 
ii the Church eslnhliehmcntof England, it (he 
Church of England is the established Church 
here, pre-einhieut and pretlomlnanl, Holding 
we can say or do can slier ur prevepl it ; and 
it il be out, limbing wu can Bay or dv con 
make it in. Hut tie tact ie, that, right ur 
wrong, wisely or mi wisely, I be Home Otn 
veriinient hava recognised other chinches ol 
a diflercnt ptriumon— provided Ihem with 
pecuniary sisimncc, and acknowledged 
■hem al least as churches here, with certain 
rlghli and privilege! — snd heiug u 
acknowledged. It is wone thsn unless, fur It 
It stirring up uiiuecesiarily sn sngty snd 
hostile spirit, which every true Cluittian 
would wish and endravaur la allay. I may 
think tbat Ureal Britain, in planting and 
founding liercaloniei, conveyed in lUch sot 
her laws, bet liberties, and ber religion; and 
that her cousiltulion In chut:h and slate 
was part and parcel ol such cotaiiitation. 
lint all wa have to do, la to bow te ihe com- 
mand of our Sovereign, and to obey the h»a 
imposed on us : oul I again repeat, that if 
the other churches in this colony perlska both 
pecuniarily and po] ideally ol the privileges 
and protection of our own, we are hound tn 
ecipileicr In tbe commands Imposed on na 
Tbe question, thriefore, denuded of all these 
important, ihough extraneous matters, wbiih 
surround il, presents ilieir in a aim pit form, 
and mon esay of deeiiion.
